Its principal objeota are to 
oarry out as faras practicable the recom- 
metdations of the rioant inquiry board io 
referenve to the competition of the Chinese 
in the furniture trade and sevanting in the 
manofaoturo-¢f-apparol....

ants it takes two Chinese to make a factory, 
ani as Chinese work co-operatively they 
hava been able to evade registration in 
some oases, The bill provides that avy 
ploce where one Chinese porson works shall 
bea factory, and must therefore be registered, 
and bo under supervision.
